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Parliament  unanimously  passes 
Holocaust  Memorial  Day  Bill

Less  than  a week  after 
Malaysian  Prime  Minister 
Mahathir  Mohamad  received 
a standing  ovation  from  the 
leaders  of  fifty-seven  Mus- 
lim states  for  claiming. 
Today  the  Jews  rule  this 
world  by  proxy,  Canada  s 
Parliament  passed  a rare  all 
party  motion  commemorat- 
ing the  Holocaust. 

At  the  press  conference 
following  the  bills  passing 
Auschwitz  survivor,  Nate 
Leipciger,  drew  a clear  com- 
parison between  the  Holo- 
caust and  today  s rising  anti- 
Semitism.  Those  remarks 


[by  Mahathir  Mohamad]  are 
very  reminiscent  of  1938 
when  Hitler  was  talking 
about  the  fact  that  the  Jews 
are  a scourge  to  the  world 
and  they  must  be  eliminat- 
ed. 

The  bill  reads,  Yom 
Ha  Shoah  or  the  Day  of  the 
Holocaust  is  proclaimed  as 
Holocaust  Memorial  Day  — 
Yom  Ha  Shoah. 

The  timing  of  this 
announcement  could  not  be 
more  appropriate,  said 
Frank  Dimant,  executive  vice 
president  of  B nai  Brith 
Canada.  Once  again  the 
Jews  of  the  world  find  them- 


selves at  the  epicentre  of  his- 
tory, the  targets  of  hate,  vili- 
fication and  ultimately,  vio- 
lence. The  words  may  be  dif- 
ferent, as  may  be  the  tactics, 
but  the  goals  are  the  same. 

Leo  Adler,  director  of 
national  affairs  for  the 
Friends  of  Simon  Wiesenthal 
Center  for  Holocaust  Studies, 
said.  The  fact  that  all  five 
parties  unanimously  support- 
ed this  bill  speaks  volumes 
about  Canadas  response  to 
racists  like  Mahathir 
Mohamad.  It  would  have 
been  nice  for  our  Prime  Min- 
ister to  have  been  with  us  as

Ottawa's  gay  Jews  say  community  becoming  more  inclusive

When  Keshet  s (an 
Ottawa  gay,  lesbian  and 
bisexual  Jewish  group) 
donation  plaque  went  on  the 
new  Soloway  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre  s wall  of  hon- 
our, Gabriella  Goliger,  one 
of  Keshet  s members,  felt  it 
had  symbolic  importance. 
She  felt  that  her  group  s con- 
tribution to  the  community  s 
important  goal  was  recog- 
nized even  though  the 
group  s concerns  remain 
somewhat  contentious  to 
this  day.  Just  as  in  the  broad- 
er Canadian  setting,  the 
issue  of  same  sex  relation- 


ships and  their  official  status 
is  also  the  subject  of  much 
debate  and  suspicion  in  the 
Jewish  community. 

While  Goliger  believes 
that  the  community  has 
changed  significantly  in  its 
general  attitude  towards 
gays,  she  also  thinks  that  gay 
Jews  still  feel  somewhat 
unwelcome  - in  an  organized 
way  - to  Jewish  venues  like 
the  SJCC. 

A few  years  ago  there 
had  been  some  harshly  criti- 
cal words  from  prominent 
community  members  about 
gay  lifestyle  and  gays  in 
general,  she  says.  That 


obviously  did  not  make  us 
feel  welcome  or  encourage 
us  to  approach  the  SJCC 
with  programming  ideas. 

Recent  events  have,  how- 
ever, again  provided  hope 
for  those  who  believe  that 
the  community  is  getting  - 
albeit  slowly,  they  hasten  to 
add  - ever  more  liberal.  The 
Vaad  s support  for  a recent 
event  at  City  Hall  (the  visit 
of  the  director  of  the 
Jerusalem  Open  House,  a 
gay  community  center  in 
Israel)  was  seen  as  a clear 
message  from  the  leadership 
that  the  community  wants  to 
reach  out  to  gay  Jewish 


groups  as  well. 

It  was  a great  thing  that 
the  leadership  was  repre- 
sented at  the  Jerusalem 
Open  House  reception, 
says  Hal,  a three-decade- 
long  member  of  Temple 
Israel.  Hal  had  joined  the 
Temple  as  a married  man 
and  after  his  divorce  brought 
his  male  partner  to  the  con- 
gregation as  well.  But  he 
thinks  that  it  would  be  better 
if  not  only  Temple  Israel  or 
City  Hall  could  serve  as 
venues  for  programming 
aimed  at  his  group.  There 
are  people  who  don  t belong 
to  the  congregation,  he 


says.  Where  can  they  find 
supportive  Jewish  groups 
and  feel  integrated  into  the 
community? 

Indeed,  there  are  some 
gay  Jews  for  whom  Temple 
Israel  cannot  fulfill  spiritual 
needs,  leaving  them  some- 
what short  of  programs  and 
venues  where  they  could 
share  their  views  and  social- 
ize with  fellow  gay  Jews. 

N.S.,  a lesbian  woman 
who  belongs  to  one  of 
Ottawa  s orthodox  shuls, 
would  also  welcome  more 
programs  at  the  community 
centre  aimed  at  gay  and  les- 
bian Jewish  groups. 


I don  t think  that  these 
lifestyles,  gay  and  orthodox, 
should  be  mutually  exclu- 
sive, she  says.  I did  not 
choose  to  be  gay;  nobody 
likes  to  be  an  outsider.  God 
created  me,  and  God  does 
not  make  mistakes.  A non- 
judgemental  community 
could  help  people  a great 
deal  to  cope  with  their  issues 
and  make  them  feel  that  they 
truly  belong. 

As  far  as  congregations 
go,  it  is  only  Temple  Israel 
that  accepts  same  same  sex 
couples  as  full  members.  Its 
rabbi,  Rabbi  Steven  Garten,

well.  Perhaps  it  s symbolic  in 
many  ways  that  he  s not  here 
today.  Instead,  he  chose  to 
shake  the  hand  of  [the] 
Malaysian  Prime  Minister 
without  condemning  his 
inflammatory  remarks. 

Leipciger.  who  was  repre- 
senting Holocaust  survivors 
on  behalf  of  the  Canadian 
Jewish  Congress  agreed,  say- 
ing of  Mr.  Chr  tien.  His 
absence  of  condemnation  of 
the  remarks  [by  Mahathir 


Mohamad]  sent  a very  dam- 
aging message  to  Canadians 
and  to  the  world. 

Jack  Silverstone,  execu- 
tive vice-president  of  Cana- 
dian Jewish  Congress,  stated, 
Canada  has  been  a world 
leader  in  officially  recogniz- 
ing the  significance  of  the 
Holocaust.  Beginning  in 
1998  with  Ontario,  all  ten 
provinces  have  enacted 
Holocaust  remembrance  leg- 
islation. Its  very  gratifying 
to  see  the  federal  parliament 


take  a similar  step. 

A group  of  Jewish  lead- 
ers, Holocaust  survivors, 
MPs  and  their  staff  met  in  a 
conference  room  on  Parlia- 
ment Hill  to  bear  witness  to 
the  passing  of  the  Holocaust 
Memorial  Day  Bill.  As  they 
watched  on  closed  circuit  TV, 
representatives  of  all  five 
parties  addressed  the  House, 
proclaiming  all  party  support 
for  the  motion. 

Richard  Marceau,  Block 
Qu  bccois  Member  of  Par- 
liament for  Charlesbourg- 
Jacques-Cartier  is  credited 
by  his  co-sponsors  for  being 
the  bill  s champion.  Marceau 
said.  When  I approached 
legislative  council  to  draft 
the  text  of  the  bill,  they  told 
me  that  a similar  bill  had 
been  drafted  by  another 
member,  Judy  Wasylycia- 
Leis.  1 approached  her  and 
suggested  we  make  it  a col- 
lective effort.  She  was  very 
generous  in  accepting  my 
proposal,  so  I took  the  ball 
and  ran  with  it. 

While  Marceau  took  great 
pains  to  divert  attention  from 
his  pivotal  role  in  passing 
this  law,  his  co-sponsors 
were  quick  to  give  him  the 
lion  s share  of  the  credit. 

He  s done  a lot  and 
deserves  the  credit  for  get- 
ting the  act  to  where  it  is 
today,  said  Wasylycia-Leis, 
NDP  Member  for  Winnipeg 
North  Centre.  Wasylycia- 
Leis  recalled  how  she  had 
tabled  the  bill  in  1998. 
When  the  House  dissolved 
in  October  of  2000  the  bill 
died.  I tried  to  reintroduce  it 
as  a private  member  s bill, 
she  explained,  but  very  few 
bills  are  allowed  to  be  intro- 
duced that  way.  1 never  won 
the  lottery.  1 had  been  look-

ing  for  another  way  to  get  it 
introduced  when  Richard 
came  to  me  and  suggested  an 
all-party  approach.  1 was 
delighted. 

According  to  Scott  Reid, 
MP  for  Lanark-Carleton, 
who  signed  the  bill  for  the 
Canadian  Alliance,  He 
[Marceau]  had  to  find  a spon- 
sor in  each  party.  Then  he 
had  to  clear  the  bill  with 
every  party  caucus,  arrange 
to  have  first,  second,  and 
third  reading  done  all  in  one 
shot  and  get  the  House  Lead- 
ers and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  on  side.  It  was  a lot  of 
work. 

Six  weeks  ago  the  prepa- 
rations for  this  act  became  so 
intense  that  Marceau  s staff 
set  aside  all  regular  work  to 
concentrate  on  it  full  time. 

Marceau  stated,  One  of 
the  most  important  things 
about  this  bill  is  that  each  and 
every  parliamentarian,  the 
elected  officials  of  Canada, 
regardless  of  their  party  affil- 
iation, passed  this  bill  unani- 
mously. That  is  how  strongly 
this  country  feels  the  Holo- 
caust should  be  remem- 
bered. 

When  asked  about  his  rea- 
sons for  tabling  this  bill,  he 


replied.  My  best  friend  s 
father  survived  Auschwitz. 
He  was  an  excellent  example 
of  the  resilience  of  the  Jewish 
people. 

In  1946  Albert  Rudolf 
arrived  in  Canada,  penniless. 
Working  as  a butcher  he 
raised  five  children,  and  put 
them  all  through  college!  1 
thought  that  one  of  the  sad- 
dest things  about  his  passing 
was  that  his  grandchildren 
were  still  too  young  for  him 
to  bear  witness  to  the  hell  he 
lived  through.  When  he 
passed  away  a year  and  a half 
ago  I realized  that  while 


they  re  tough,  Holocaust 
Survivors  aren  t immortal. 
Many  of  them  are  passing 
away  and  it  s up  to  us  to  pick 
up  the  torch  and  let  people 
know  what  happened. 

Since  his  funeral  I ve 
been  thinking  about  what  I 
could  do.  The  idea  matured 
slowly  until  the  end  of  this 
past  spring.  Once  I decided  I 
wanted  to  sponsor  a bill  I had 
to  start  working  on  a strategy. 
It  s very  rare  to  get  a private 
members  bill  through  Parlia- 
ment and  I wanted  to  do  it 
before  this  Parliament  dis- 
solved at  the  next  election.

nity  may  have  on  needs  overseas. 

Do  you  make  a difference  to  the 
life  of  a terror  victim  in  Israel? 

Absolutely. 

This  year,  a scholarship  was 
established  for  student  victims  of 
terror.  The  co-sponsors  of  this 
scholarship  are  the  United  Jewish 
Appeal  of  Ottawa  and  the  Jewish 
Agency  of  Israel. 

The  Fund,  which  contains  $1 
million,  will  operate  for  five  years, 
beginning  in  die  2003-2004  acade- 
mic year.  The  Fund  will  award 
portions  of  the  interest  as  scholar- 
ships to  victims  of  terror  and  their 
immediate  relatives  for  the  pur- 
pose of  academic  studies  in  uni- 
versities, colleges  or  yeshivas. 

Marty  Davis,  executive  director 
of  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  of 
Ottawa  is  proud  that  this  commu- 
nity has  been  able  to  foster  this 
dynamic  legacy.  "This  is  how  we 
change  people's  lives  and  build 
community,"  he  says.  "We  give 
more  than  hope,  we  give  tools  for 
people  to  help  themselves." 

Despite  the  assistance  given  to 
victims  of  terror  through  national 
social  and  welfare  bodies,  the  lim- 
ited financial  ability  of  the  State  of 
Israel  and  the  situation  of  special 
needs  for  terror  victims,  makes  the 
complete  needs  of  the  victims  and 
their  families  difficult  to  meet. 

"This  scholarship  will  provide 
much  needed  assistance  to  victims 


and  family  members  of  the  current 
unrest  and  previous  attacks," 
Davis  says.  "This  sends  a message 
that  is  consistent  with  everything 
the  UJA  stands  for  locally:  Jewish 
Education,  JFS,  Hillel  Lodge, 
Tamir.  It's  all  part  of  a tapestry  that 
holds  the  Jewish  People  together."

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The  making  of  a hero:  F/0  Edward  Lewis  Saslove  (1921-1945)

In  the  early  morning 
hours  of  January  8,  1945, 
Flying  Officer  (F/O)  Edward 
Lewis  Saslove  joined  that 
pantheon  of  Commonwealth 
flying  heroes  who  later  were 
commemorated  at  Run- 
neymede,  England.  He  was 
reported  missing  as  the  result 
of  Air  Operations. 

It  took  months  before  the 
true  nature  of  the  operation 
was  explained  to  Eddie’s 
mother,  Sarah  Saslove  and 
her  young  sons  Ralph  and 
Marty  living  in  Ottawa.  It 
took  a subsequent  visit  by 
Marty  Saslove  to  surviving 
crew  member  Max  Chisick 
in  Winnipeg  to  learn  the  full 
extent  of  Eddie’s  heroism. 

According  to  British  mili- 
tary historian  David  W.  Fell: 


“F/O  Saslove  was  piloting  a 
Lancaster  bomber  on  his  12th 
bombing  mission  with  a full 
crew  of  seven  men.  Shortly 
after  completing  the  bombing 
mission  over  Munich,  his 
Lancaster  was  attacked  and 
badly  shot  up  by  a night 
fighter.  Both  gunners  were 
seriously  wounded  in  the 
attack  and  trapped  in  their 
turrets. 

“The  Lancaster  was  badly 
damaged  and  well  ablaze 
when  F/O  Saslove  ordered 
the  four  other  crew  members 
to  bale  out.  Without  a thought 
for  his  own  safety,  he  coura- 
geously chose  to  stay  at  the 
controls  of  his  crippled  air- 
craft in  a valiant  attempt  to 
make  a crash  landing  rather 
than  leave  his  two  gunners  to 
a certain  death  in  the  doomed 
bomber.  As  the  last  man  left 
the  Lancaster,  he  looked  up  at 
his  pilot  and  saw  F/O  Saslove 
wave  goodbye,  still  in  the 
pilot’s  seat  keeping  the  air- 
craft straight  and  level. 

“The  Lancaster  crashed 
and  exploded  in  flames  in  a 
farmer’s  field  near  Munich. 
The  gallant  Eddie  Saslove 
died  in  the  crash  along  with 


his  two  gunners.  He  had  self- 
lessly given  his  life  in  an 
attempt  to  save.  Had  he  cho- 
sen to  do  so,  he  could  have 
almost  certainly  saved  him- 
self by  baling  out  with  the 
other  surviving  members  of 
the  crew.” 

For  Eddie  Saslove 's  kid 
brother  Marty,  “there  is  not  a 
day  in  my  life  that  I do  not 
think  of  my  brother.  He  was  a 
major  influence  on  my  life. 
He  was  12  years  older,  my 


father  had  died  when  I was 
nine,  so  he  was  really  like  a 
father  to  me.” 

Like  so  many  young  men 
of  his  generation  in  the 
1930s,  Eddie  Saslove  grew 
up  with  an  enormous  admira- 
tion for  airplanes.  He  made 
model  planes  as  a youthful 
hobby  and  decorated  his  bed- 
room with  them.  During  high 
school,  he  managed  to  com- 
bine a good  academic  record 
with  part-time  work  to  help 


with  family  expenses.  His 
passion  for  planes  came  a 
step  closer  when  Eddie 
enlisted  in  the  Royal  Canadi- 
an Air  Force  in  May,  1943. 

While  he  was  never  in  a 
position  to  buy  a gasoline 
motor  for  his  model  air- 
planes, it  wasn’t  long  before 
he  would  be  soaring  in  the  air 
in  a variety  of  real  aircraft. 
His  air  training  was  exten- 
sive and  started  with  Tiger 
Moths  in  Yorkton,  Saskat- 


chewan, and  more  exercises 
in  Borden,  Prince  Edward 
Island.  In  addition,  there  was 
almost  a full  year  of  air  train- 
ing in  England,  on  Halifax 
bombers,  Wellingtons,  fol- 
lowed by  Lancasters,  before 
flying  his  first  mission  over 
Germany  in  October,  1944. 

On  the  ground,  Eddie 
Saslove  was  a happy,  fun 
loving  guy.  He  wrote  his 
mother  about  meeting  an 
American  air  crew,  partying 
far  too  long,  falling  in  love 
three  times  and  getting  drunk 
twice,  then  returning  to  nor- 
mal.

An  estimated  100,000 
people  packed  Kikar  Rabin 
in  Tel  Aviv  to  pay  homage  to 
slain  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin,  gathering  at  the  spot 
where  he  was  gunned  down 
eight  years  ago  to  show  sup- 
port for  the  peace  process  he 
helped  launch. 

Security  was  tight  for  the 
event,  with  some  1,500 
police  and  soldiers  manning 
barricades. 

Security  guards  combed 
the  crowds,  following  sever- 
al acts  of  vandalism  at  the 
site,  including  Rabin’s 
memorial  itself. 

Speakers  delivered  their 
speeches  behind  thick  panes 
of  bulletproof  glass. 

Though  ostensibly  a 
memorial  service,  the  rally 
had  deep  political  under- 
tones and  was  hailed  as 
something  of  a comeback 
for  the  dormant  center-left. 

Labor  Party  leader  Shi- 
mon Peres,  the  rival-tumed- 
supporter  of  Rabin,  ham-

mered  away  at  the  govern- 
ment. 

“We  are  forgetting  the 
Jewish  majority  in  our  land 
- but  future  demography 
will  do  what  state  policy 
refuses  to  do,"  Peres  said, 
warning  that  Israel  will  lose 
itself  in  an  Arab  majority 
unless  it  withdraws  from  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza  Strip. 

He  called  for  the  immedi- 
ate evacuation  of  the  Gaza 
Strip,  calling  into  question 
what  Israel  gains  from  the 
settlements  there. 

Peres  also  wondered 
aloud  why  the  government 
has  pinned  its  existence  “on 
one  leg,  the  leg  of  security.” 

“Yitzhak  was  right,  and 
his  path  just,”  he  said.  “His 
views  today  are  clear  and 
enduring.  There  will  be  no 
retreat;  we  will  continue.” 

Likud  MK.  Gilad  Erdan 
said  it  was  a “shame  and  dis- 
grace” that  Peres  used  the 
-memorial  ceremony  for 
Rabin  to  upgrade  his  own 
position  as  leader  of  the 
opposition,  attacking  the 
government  with  incitement 
against  the  right  wing  instead 
of  calling  for  unity  to  respect 
Rabin’s  memory.  “Who  does 
Peres  mean  when  he’s  talk- 
ing about  murderers?”  Erdan 
asked.  “This  speech  proves 
again  that  Labor  is  no  alter- 
native and  has  no  proper 
leadership.” 

Backstage,  former  prime 


minister,  Ehud  Barak  told 
YNET  that  the  problem  is 
not  with  the  Oslo  peace 
process,  “but  with  the  spread 
of  the  settlements  in  Pales- 
tinian territory.” 

An  emotional  Dalia 
Rabin-Pelosoff,  Rabin’s 
daughter  and  a former  deputy 
defense  minister,  focused  her 
speech  on  the  hatred  wrack- 


ing the  state  - which,  she 
said,  was  responsible  for  the 
murder  of  her  father  by  Yigal 
Amir,  and  which  brought 
vandals  to  Tel  Aviv  to  deface 
his  memorial. 

“This  wicked  cycle  must 
be  stopped,”  she  said.  “Its 
poisonous  roots,  which 
proved  their  power  eight

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In  this  column  I would  like  to  make  mention  of  a spe- 
cial commemoration  held  in  Israel  in  memory  of  missing 
Argentinean  Jews,  and  to  issue  an  invitation  to  retirees 
who  want  alternate  cold  weather  plans. 

Israel  commemorates  missing 

A moving  ceremony  was  held  at  Ben  Shemen  Forest 
recently  in  commemoration  of  the  missing  persons  kid- 
napped during  the  tyrannical  Argentinean  regime  that 
ruled  between  1976-1983,  and  whose  fates  are  still 
unknown.  Family  members  came  to  Israel  especially  for 
the  occasion. 

Eight  tablets  of  stone  were  erected  at  the  memorial 
site,  on  which  the  names  of  the  missing  persons  are 
inscribed.  The  location  of  the  memorial  site  was  chosen 
following  the  visit  of  Mercedes  Sosa  to  Ben  Shemen 
Forest  several  years  ago.  Ms.  Sosa  is  a renowned  singer 
who  sang  against  the  repression  of  freedom  in  South 
America.  During  that  visit,  Ms.  Sosa  expressed  her 
admiration  for  how  JNF  commemorates  the  memory  of 
Jewish  people  by  planting  trees  in  their  names,  and 
expressed  the  hope  that  this  custom  would  also  be  adopt- 
ed in  her  country. 

Aren’t  we  lucky  to  have  this  option  here  in  Canada? 
And  it  is  our  responsibility  to  keep  it  flourishing.

Vandals  deface  Rabin  memorial

years  ago.  and  again  24  hours 
ago,  must  be  ripped  up." 

Rabin-Pelosoff  added 
that  “it  is  time  to  make 
peace.” 

Without  it.  she  said,  "all 
the  accomplishments  of  the 
State  of  Israel  will  crumble 
and  be  lost.”  Only  dialogue 
and  compromise  can  win 
this  war,  she  concluded. 

Between  speeches,  star 
musicians  serenaded  the 
crowd  with  songs  associated 
with  the  peace  movement. 

The  crowd  was  much 
larger  than  the  group  on 
hand  for  last  year’s  rally,  and 
brought  something  of  a boon 
to  Labor.  Backstage,  MK 
Ephraim  Sneh  told  The 
Jerusalem  Post  that  his  party 
is  working  on  a major  peace 
plan  “along  the  lines  that  a 
majority  of  Israelis  can  sup- 
port,” adding,  “The  current 
situation  is  intolerable,  and 
there  is  an  alternative.” 

The  political  undertones 
did  not  cheer  everyone  who 
crammed  the  square.  Ron 
and  Talia  Lapan,  for  exam- 
ple, said  they  had  come  only 
to  identify  with  Rabin,  but 
not  necessarily  his  politics. 

They  had  hoped  that  the 
rally  would  be  more  about 
unifying  the  people  around 
Rabin's  tragic  murder,  they 
said,  rather  than  about  mak- 
ing a political  stand. 

Earlier,  vandals  - taking 
advantage  of  the  poor  secu- 
rity near  Rabin’s  memorial 
just  behind  Kikar  Rabin  - 
spray-painted  a large  silver 
swastika  on  the  memorial, 
and  defaced  a large  portrait 
of  Rabin  with  the  slogan: 
“Kahane  was  right."  A simi- 
lar slogan,  referring  to  the 
policies  of  the  slain  far-right 
politician  Meir  Kahane.  was 
painted  near  Amir’s  Her-

zliya  home. 

The  New  York-born 
Kahane  founded  the  Jewish 
Defense  League,  and  then 
founded  the  Kach  Move- 
ment after  making  aliya.  The 
Knesset  banned  the  Kach 
faction,  and  the  Kahane 
Chai  faction  that  followed  it, 
as  racist.  Some  of  the 
groups'  followers  were 
accused  of  stirring  up  incite- 
ment against  Rabin  before 
his  assassination. 

Members  of  a Labor 
youth  movement  camped 
out  overnight  Friday  to  pre- 
vent a recurrence  of  the  van- 
dalism. Much  of  the  damage 
was  repaired  by  the  time  of 
the  rally. 

Prime  Minister  Ariel 
Sharon  called  Rabin-Pelosoff 
to  express  his  disgust  at  the 
defacement. 

“Everything  should  be 
done  to  find  those  responsi- 
ble, and  to  uproot  such  phe- 
nomena,” he  said. 

Others,  including  Presi- 
dent Moshe  Katsav,  joined 
in  condemning  the  vandal- 
ism, calling  for  the  perpetra- 
tors to  be  brought  to  justice. 
But  Tel  Aviv  police  noted 
that  apprehending  the  van- 
dals will  not  be  easy. 

Earlier  in  the  week,  a 
Channel  2 film  crew  filmed 
a man  in  his  20s  stopping  at 
Rabin’s  memorial,  gazing 
into  the  black  stones,  and 
spitting  three  times  before 
looking  back  at  the  cameras 
and  storming  off. 


As  Rabin-Pelosoff  spoke, 
dozens  lined  up  to  catch  a 
glimpse  of  her  father’s 
memorial.  Just  five  meters 
away,  a glassed-off  section 
of  graffiti  - kept  as  a memo- 
rial to  the  intense  feelings  of 
confusion  and  remorse  that 
followed  the  murder  - read 
in  large  block  letters.  “We 
are  SORRY.” 

A public  memorial  ser- 
vice commemorating  the 
anniversary  of  the  assassina- 
tion of  Yitzhak  Rabin  will  be 
held  Sunday.  November  16, 
2003  at  7:00  pm  at  the 
Soloway  Jewish  Community

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Vaad  agency  agreement: 
a win-win  tor  everyone 


“What’s  in  it  for  me?”  is  a common 
question  concerning  any  contractual 
agreement  where  the  interests  of  two  par- 
ties are  attempting  to  be  satisfied.  A suc- 
cessful agreement  is  a win-win  agree- 
ment, good  for  both  parties. 

In  the  case  of  the  proposed  agreement 
between  the  Jewish  Community  Council 
of  Ottawa/Vaad  Ha’lr  and  funded  com- 
munal agencies,  the  payback  is  much 
higher  than  just  the  satisfaction  of  any 
one  agency.  It  will  be  what  is  best  for  the 
whole  Ottawa  Jewish  Community. 

As  dedicated  players  in  the  service  of 
our  Jewish  community,  the  Vaad  and  its 
partners  must  operate  within  an  agreed 


Two  days  after  Simchas  Torah  marks 
the  Yahrzeit  of  Reb  Levi  Yitzchok 
‘Bcrdichever’  (194  years  ago).  Reb  Levi 
Yitzchok  set  the  standard  for  “a  good 
eye,”  seeing  the  good  in  people,  by  inter- 
preting the  actions  of  others  positively. 

He  rarely  became  angry,  because  he  had 
the  ability  to  put  a positive  spin  on  every 
observance. 

Once  the  ‘Berdichever’  saw  an  indi- 
vidual working  on  his  horse  and  buggy 
while  wearing  tallis  and  tefillin.  Most 
people  would  recoil  with  disgust  at  such  a 
sacrilege,  working  while  wearing  ritual 
objects.  Rather  than  condemning  the  indi- 
vidual, Reb  Levi  Yitzchok  exclaimed,  “I 
have  just  seen  a wonderful  sight,  a person 


upon  structure,  which  will  ensure  that 
mutual  responsibilities  and  obligations 
are  met.  Not  under  the  pretext  that  this 
will  stifle  the  important  efforts  that  make 
our  community  work,  but  rather  to 
enhance  that  work.  Only  together  can  we 
make  a difference. 

Within  the  proposed  agreement,  there 
would  be  requirements,  responsibilities, 
and  accountability  as  to  how  the  Vaad 
Ha'Ir  agrees  to  support  the  agencies,  as 
well  as  those  conditions  by  which  our 
partner  agencies  would  abide. 

The  agreement  will  help  to  establish 
respect  between  the  Vaad  and  the  Agen- 
cies by  reinforcing  the  two-way  relation- 
ship necessary  for  effective  partnerships 
to  flourish. 

By  employing  a clear  and  agreed  upon 

Reb  Levi  Yitzchok 

working  on  his  horse  and  buggy  and  still 
finding  time  for  tallis  and  tefillin.  Not 
only  was  Reb  Levi  Yitzchok  being  non- 
judgmental  of  others,  but  he  also  gave  a 
most  generous  and  positive  interpretation 
of  another’s  behaviour. 

In  contrast,  the  recent  statements  made 
by  the  then  Prime  Minister  of  Malaysia, 
Mahathir  Mohamad,  were  not  merely 
anti-Semitic,  but  also  a vulgar  explana- 
tion that  all  that  ails  the  world  is  the  fault 
of  Jews. 

We  have  two  ways  of  interpreting 
events  and  behaviour  of  others:  the 
‘Tzadik’  (righteous)  way  of  Reb  Levi 
Yitzchok,  and  the  ‘Rasha’  (evil)  way  of 
the  former  Malaysian  prime  minister. 

As  individuals  we  tend  to  view  our- 
selves neither  as  ‘Tzadik’or  ‘Rasha,’  but 
rather  as  average  citizens  who  want  to 
live  properly.  How  do  we  interpret  other 
people’s  behaviour?  Generally  speaking, 
people  who  we  love  are  given  the  benefit 
of  the  doubt,  even  when  we  do  not  under- 


set of  guidelines  for  both  parties  to 
adhere  to,  I foresee  a sharp  decline  in  the 
amount  of  condemnation  that  some  may 
feel  towards  the  organized  community.  If 
an  agency  has  a problem  with  the  Vaad, 
then  please  tell  me  as  president,  or  Ron 
Prehogan  1 st  vice-president  in  charge  of 
Agency  Relations.  The  Vaad  can  only 
address  issues  brought  to  our  attention 
directly.  We  must  stop  criticizing  other 
community  organizations  so  we  can 
achieve  effective  and  sustainable 
progress.  We  are  all  trying  to  do  the  best 
that  we  can,  but  we  can  accomplish  so 
much  more  together  than  we  ever  could 
divided. 

If  we  hope  to  make  change  and  build 
community,  we  must  sit  and  talk  to  each 
other.  To  act  in  a contrary  manner  does 


stand  what  they  are  doing.  People  who 
we  do  not  know,  or  are  visibly  different 
than  us,  are  judged  differently.  We  seem 
to  have  a pre-disposition  about  the  latter 
group,  tending  to  judge  them  harshly 
compared  to  the  people  we  love. 

This  is  human  nature.  Nevertheless, 
we  should  realistically  ask  ourselves, 
“What  type  of  an  interpreter  am  I,  a 
‘tzadik’  or  a ‘rasha’?”  Is  this  the  way  Reb 
Levi  Yitzchok  ‘Berdichever’  would  judge 
a person  or  the  way  an  evil  person 
judges?

benefit  of  the  doubt. 

Brotherly  love!  A topic  that  is  always 
appropriate  to  discuss.  Its  connotation  is 
family  devotion  and  caring  - as  one 
brother  cares  for  another.  However,  in  the 
Torah  we  have  the  brotherly  experience 
of  Cain  and  Abel  (Kayin  and  Hevel),  that 
demonstrates  the  depths  of  depravity  a 


nothing  but  harm  the  community.  Donors 
are  reluctant  to  give,  people  feel  uncom- 
fortable, volunteers  do  not  want  to  partic- 
ipate and  our  community  suffers.  Please 
be  assured  that  the  Vaad  will  maintain  the 
highest  level  of  professionalism  in  repre- 
senting all  organizations  in  the  Jewish 
community. 

It  is  time  to  move  forward  together.

brother  can  sink  to  when  he  misinterprets 
another’s  action.  Cain’s  fury  was 
unleashed  when  he  misinterpreted  his 
brother's  sincerity  as  gloating.  The  Torah 
tells  of  Cain’s  response,  when  God  asked, 
“Where  is  your  brother?”  Cain 
exclaimed,  “Am  I my  brother’s  keeper?” 
God’s  response  to  Cain  was,  “Your  broth- 
er’s bloods  are  crying  out  to  me.”  Broth- 
er’s bloods  means  that  Cain  not  only 
killed  his  brother,  but  also  all  of  Abel’s 
future  progeny. 

We  can  summarize  from  the  story  of 
Cain  and  Abel  that  everyone  is  their 
brother’s  keeper,  carrying  the  responsibil- 
ity for  their  brother’s  welfare.  * 

May  we  all  merit  the  coming  of 
Moshiach,  when  true  brotherly  love 
will  reign  supreme,  and  each  person  will 
positively  interpret  all  events  in  their 
life.

We  live  in  a world  of  ever-changing 
mores  and  standards.  What  is  considered 
immoral  today  becomes  acceptable  tomor- 
row. Shammai  teaches  us  that  this  is  not  the 
Torah’s  view.  The  person  of  faith  believes 
that  God  has  given  us  a Torah,  which  gives 
us  clear  guidelines  of  right  and  wrong,  moral 
and  immoral.  The  Torah  is  the  essential 
guide  for  Judaism  and  Jewish  values. 

One  understanding  of  Shammai's  state- 
ment is  “make  a fixed  time  for  study."  This 
will  ensure  that  your  moral  compass  is 


pointed  in  the  right  direction.  Another 
understanding  is  to  make  the  Torah  itself  a 
fixed  point.  In  life,  one  must  have  a fixed 
centre,  an  absolute  value  that  remains  con- 
stant in  relation  to  which  all  else  in  life  is 
adjusted. 

This  is  the  Torah.  When  making  your 
choices  in  life,  decisions  should  be  made  in 
light  of  how  they  fit  in  with  the  Torah.  Will 
this  job  be  good  for  my  Judaism?  Will  this 
place  of  residence  enhance  my  family’s  Jew- 
ish identity?  If  the  answer  is  yes,  you  know 
you  have  made  the  right  choice. 
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How  about  this  for  an  antidote?  The 
day  after  the  Right  Honourable  Jean  Chre- 
tien shook  the  hand  of  the  prime  minister 
of  Malaysia,  Mahathir  Mohamad  and, 
unlike  other  Western  leaders,  said 
absolutely  nothing  to  him  about  his  anti- 
Semitic  remarks,  a group  of  Holocaust 
survivors  sat  in  a committee  room  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  intently  watching  a 
television  screen  as  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  unanimously  passed  a private 
members  bill  to  establish  a Holocaust 
Memorial  Day  in  Canada. 

When  Bill  C-459,  the  act  to  establish 
the  Holocaust  Memorial  Day,  was  passed, 
they  clapped  and  cheered.  For  survivor 
Nate  Leipciger,  Canadian  Jewish  Congress 
national  council  member  and  CJC’s  repre- 
sentative to  the  International  Council  of 
the  Auschwitz-Birkenau  State  Museum,  it 
was  a momentous  occasion.  “As  an  immi- 
grant who  survived  the  Shoah,  who  stood 
at  the  gates  of  Auschwitz,  I never  thought 
this  moment  would  come  and  I would  be 
able  to  say  thank  you  to  my  adopted  coun- 
try that  I love,  for  remembering  my  family 
and  all  the  Jewish  people  who  have  suf- 
fered through  the  Shoah.” 

It  was  an  emotional  moment  for  many 
of  the  survivors  and  other  Jews  attending 
the  event.  Everyone  was  moved  and 
pleased. 

It  was  the  politicians  that  surprised  me. 
No  by-partisan  politics  this  day.  They  had 
all  worked  together  and  done  something 
that  hardly  ever  happens  in  the  Canadian 


Those  wanting  to  take  on  a more  obser- 
vant Jewish  lifestyle  are  able  to  draw  on  a 
growing  number  of  Ottawa-based  “experts" 
for  hands-on  instruction. 

As  a result  of  the  increased  number  of 
people  in  our  town  who  are  (or  who  have 
become)  more  observant,  a number  of  relat- 
ed changes  have  also  taken  place,  including 
the  opening  of  new  synagogues  and 
schools,  and  the  appearance  of  an  ever- 
expanding  collection  of  kosher  food  prod- 
ucts on  the  shelves  of  our  grocery  stores. 
These  developments  have  energized  an 
already  vibrant  community  and  have  bene- 
fited us  all,  including  those  who  belong  to 
other  branches  of  Judaism,  and  even  those 
who  chose  not  to  lead  a particularly  reli- 
gious lifestyle.  Interestingly  enough,  some

system  of  government  - a private  mem- 
bers bill  unanimously  passed  by  all  parties 
in  the  House  of  Commons. 

I knew  this  wasn’t  going  to  be  a typical 
day  in  Parliament  when  the  politicians, 
representing  the  five  parties  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  walked  into  the  committee 
room  to  meet  their  guests.  They  were  so 
excited  and,  dare  I say  it,  emotional  about 
what  they  were  about  to  do. 

Judy  Wasylycia-Leis,  the  NDP  member 
from  Winnipeg  North  Centre,  was  ecstatic 
that  the  private  members  bill  she  had  first 
introduced  in  1998  was  about  to  be 
passed,  thanks  to  Richard  Marceau  of  the 
BQ.  “It  was  a godsend  that  Richard 
[Marceau]  suggested  that  we  make  the 
Holocaust  Bill  a partisan  thing.  It  is  a rare 
moment  in  Parliament  when  we  can  all 
work  together  to  accomplish  something 
this  important.” 

For  Marceau,  the  passing  of  the  bill 
means  that  he  can  honour  the  memory  of 
his  best  friend’s  father,  a Holocaust  sur- 
vivor. “Albert  Rudolph’s  death  made  me 
realize  that,  unfortunately,  time  is  rushing 
on  and  that  there  are  not  too  many  sur- 
vivors left.  It  is  therefore  important  for 
society  as  a whole  and  for  government  to 
take  these  witnesses’  place  and  ensure  that 
everyone,  especially  young  people,  know 
what  happened  at  that  time.” 

A Holocaust  memorial  day  means  that 
Canadians  will  be  reminded  of  the  horrors 
that  should  never  be  forgotten,  says  Win- 
nipeg South  Centre  Liberal  MP  Anita 
Neville.  “It  would  immortalize  the  mil- 
lions lost  and  would  permanently  join 
Canada  in  solidarity  with  those  who  sur- 
vived those  atrocities.”  It  would  also,  she 
believes,  “symbolize  the  suffering  of  all 
people  imperiled  by  genocide,  whether 


they  are  Jews,  Armenians,  Cambodians  or 
Rwandans.” 

For  Lanark-Carleton  Canadian  Alliance 
MP  Scott  Reid,  the  most  important  reason 
for  passing  the  bill  is  that  “we  do  so  to 
ensure  that  the  words  'never  again’  have 
some  meaning  ...  Every  time  a suicide 
bomber  kills  innocent  civilians,  our  civi- 
lization is  forgetting  'never  again.’  Every 
time  in  the  past  60  years  that  a govern- 
ment has  terrorized  its  own  citizens  we  are 
forgetting  as  a civilization  that  phrase 
‘never  again.’  Every  time  an  invader 
slaughters  the  innocents  of  the  country  it 
seeks  to  control,  we  are  forgetting  those 
words  ‘never  again.’  ” 

As  Kings-Hants  PC  MP  Scott  Brison 
says,  we  are  “paying  an  important  symbol- 
ic tribute  to  the  victims  of  Nazis  atroci- 
ties” and  helping  to  remind  Canadians  of 
the  important  lessons  of  this  tragedy. 

Unfortunately,  for  the  people  attending 
this  historical  event,  the  morning  was 
marred  by  the  prime  minister’s  refusal  to 
condemn  the  Malaysian  leader’s  anti- 
Semitic  remarks  at  the  Organization  of  the 
Islamic  Conference.  To  his  credit.  Foreign 
Minister  Bill  Graham  condemned  the 
Malaysian  leader’s  statements,  and  the 
High  Commissioner  of  Malaysia  was  sum- 


moned by  the  Department  of  Foreign 
Affairs  to  receive  an  official  protest. 

But  our  prime  minister  shook  hands  as 
if  nothing  had  happened.  Does  the  Rt. 

Hon.  Jean  Chretien  think  that  it’s  accept- 
able for  Mohamad  to  make  these  anti- 
Semitic  comments  and,  worse,  be  praised 
for  making  them  by  the  heads  of  the  57 
Islamic  nations  attending  the  conference? 

I’m  sure  he  doesn’t,  and,  if  he  had  it  to 
do  all  over  again,  he  would  have  con- 
demned the  remarks.  Perhaps  he  should 
take  the  advice  of  MP  Judy  Wasylycia- 
Leis.  During  the  introduction  of  the  Holo- 
caust Memorial  Day  Act  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  she  said  that  we  must  all  be 
vigilant  and  “do  whatever  we  can  in  Cana- 
da to  stop  anti-Semitic  behaviour,  to  speak 
out  against  the  comments  by  the  prime 
minister  of  Malaysia  and  others  who  have 
perpetuated  a great  atrocity.  Let  us  be  vigi- 
lant forever.  Let  us  honour  the  survivors 
today."

of  the  latter  regularly  attend  classes  given 
by  Orthodox  groups  like  JET  and  Chabad 
Lubavitch. 

The  downside  is  the  intolerance  that 
these  changes  seem  to  have  spawned 
among  a fortunately  small,  yet  vocal, 
minority  of  people  in  our  community.  That 
intolerance  seems  mostly  based  on  the 
opening  of  two  new  institutions  just  around 
the  comer  from  the  SJCC.  One  is  a Yeshiva, 
a religious  high  school;  and  the  other  is  a 
Kollel,  a centre  of  Torah  learning  where  a 
group  of  married  men  pursue  full-time  post- 
graduate work  in  Talmudic  law. 

A main  problem,  as  I understand  it,  is 
that  the  young  men  who  attend  these  estab- 
lishments (each  of  which  has  its  own  dis- 
tinct approach  to  Judaism)  dress  in  black 
hats  and  black  coats.  Those  hats  and  coats 
(and,  likewise,  the  wigs  and  long  dresses 
worn  by  the  wives  of  those  who  are  mar- 
ried) identify  them  as  being  different  from 
the  rest  of  us,  who  dress  in  more  contempo- 
rary clothing.  Naturally,  under  those  hats 
and  coats  (and  wigs)  are  individuals  with 


different  personalities,  interests,  and  life 
goals  - also  like  the  rest  of  us  - but  that 
doesn’t  seem  to  matter  to  our  small  group 
of  critics. 

Some  of  those  critics  - most  of  whom  I 
suspect  have  never  talked  to  any  of  these 
new  arrivals  - seem  to  be  extremely 
uncomfortable,  and  even  embarrassed, 
about  how  openly  Jewish  they  appear. 

Other  seem  a bit  uneasy  at  the  attention 
these  newcomers  sometimes  attract  as  they 
walk  along  Carling  Avenue  or  shop  at 
Loblaws.  I have  also  heard  a few  people 
say  that  these  “black-hatters”  are  busy  plot- 
ting to  “take  over”  several  community  insti- 
tutions and  make  changes  to  them  so  they 
become  more  acceptable  to  what  these  crit- 
ics derisively  call  the  “ultra-Orhtodox.” 

What  a lot  of  baloney! 

In  Parshas  Vayikra  (Leviticus  19:18),  we 
are  told  “veahavta  l’reyacha  kamocha,”  to 
love  our  fellow  Jews  like  we  love  our- 
selves. Most  of  us  participate  in  this  mitz- 
vah  in  many  ways,  for  example,  when  we 
contribute  to  the  UJA  or  other  charities,  or 


when  we  help  our  fellow  Jews  in  Canada, 
Israel,  and  elsewhere  through  other  means. 
Most  of  us  know  that  our  unity  in  these 
endeavours  is  our  best  line  of  defence  when 
people  like  the  Malaysian  Prime  Minister 
hurl  racist  charges  at  each  and  every  one  of 
us,  those  wearing  black  hats  and  those  with 
no  hats,  alike. 

Given  that,  it  baffles  me  why  the  appear- 
ance of  a group  of  Jews  dressed  in  black 
hats  and  coats  seems  to  have  generated  so 
much  hostility,  even  if  it’s  only  among  a 
handful  of  Ottawa’s  total  Jewish  population. 
Remember  this.  Our  rabbis  tell  us  that  the 
destruction  of  the  Second  Temple  was 
based,  in  no  small  part,  on  the  baseless 
hatred  we  had  for  each  other.  Hatred  based 
on  the  way  other  Jews  dress,  or  practice  our 
religion,  seems  baseless  enough  to  me. 

How  about  you? 

And  if  you  don’t  like  that  explanation, 
how  about  this  one:  In  today’s  world,  when 
so  many  people  seem  so  willing  to  blame 
us  for  one  thing  or  another,  why  would  we 
ever  want  to  help  them  do  the  job?

dwelt  on  the  topic  in  his 
Rosh  Hashanah  morning 
speech,  in  which  he  candidly 
recounted  his  own  struggle 
with  the  question,  when  a 
few  years  ago  he  declined  to 
marry  his  sister  and  her 
female  partner.  He  now 
believes  that  it  is  time  to 
examine  the  roots  of  our  dis- 
comfort with  same  sex  rela- 
tionships and  calls  for  reli- 
gious courage  to  accept  and 
welcome  Jews  who  live  in 
same  sex  relationships  into 
our  communities. 

Rabbi  Garten  officiated 
Jerry  and  Hershel  s marriage 
this  year.  They  have  joined 
the  Temple  a year  ago  fol- 
lowing the  rabbi  s outreach 
to  Keshet,  of  which  they  are 
members.  Like  others,  Jerry' 
and  Hershel  both  think  that 
the  historically  conservative 
Ottawa  community  has 


become  more  liberal, 
reflecting,  perhaps,  a wider 
change  in  society.  They  also 
think  that  while  Keshet  and 
other  grassroots  groups  have 
not  approached  the  SJCC 
with  programming  ideas, 
they  would  do  so  in  the 
future. 

In  the  past,  people  felt 
more  comfortable  getting 
together  at  other  people  s 
apartments,  and  the  feeling 
of  being  unwelcome  still 
lingers,  says  Jerry.  But 
this  sense  of  discomfort  has 
to  be  overcome;  we  are 
looking  for  more  involve- 
ment on  the  community  s 
part. 

Strong  Jewish  identity  is 
what  seems  to  fuel  the 
requests  of  Ottawa  s gay  and 
lesbian  Jews  for  a more  open 
community.  They  are  look- 
ing for  programs  and  venues 


where  they  could  meet,  talk 
and  socialize  with  Jews  of 
similar  backgrounds  and 
experiences.  They  do  not 
accept  the  thesis  that  their 
gayness  should  be  somehow 
antithetical  to  their  strong 
connections  to  Jewish  iden- 
tity, tradition  and  lifestyle. 

As  Adinne,  a twenty 
something  university  stu- 
dent, explains:  People  have 
more  than  one  identity  and 
they  want  to  find  venues 
where  those  identities  can 
exist  in  harmony.  When  I 
saw  a poster  of  a Jewish  les- 
bian group  in  a bookstore,  1 
became  interested  exactly 
because  it  was  Jewish.

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Grandfather  of  author  Mordecai  Richler, 
controversial  Montreal  kabbalah  rabbi

Consider  a rabbi  on  a 
lifetime  mission  to  popu- 
larize the  kabbalah  some 
80  years  ago  in  Montreal! 

Or  as  a staunch  support- 
er of  the  implementation  of 
the  five  day  work  week  in 
Canada  so  that  Jews  could 
observe  the  Shabbat! 

Or  a rabbi  who  is  the 
original  author  of  the  ever- 
popular  legend  of  the 
Maharal  and  the  Golem  of 
Prague ! 

This  fascinating  figure. 
Rabbi  Judah  (Yudel)  Rosen- 
berg (1859-1935),  grandfa- 
ther of  Mordecai  Richler, 
will  be  discussed  by  Dr.  Ira 
Robinson,  professor  of 
Judaic  studies  at  Concordia 
University.  In  his  lecture,  he 
will  discuss:  Early  Dilem- 
mas of  Jewish  Orthodoxy  in 
Canada:  Rabbi  Judah 

(Yudel)  Rosenbeig. 

According  to  Robinson, 
Rosenberg,  like  other  East- 
ern European  immigrant 
rabbis  in  North  America 


(from  the  1890s  through 
the  1920s),  had  a more  pro- 
found effect  on  shaping 
Jewish  communal  life  than 
previously  believed. 

Rosenberg  was  vision- 
ary in  advocating  the  wide- 
spread study  of  kabbalah  as 
the  key  to  a Jewish  revival 
at  a time  when  mysticism 
was  shunned  by  Western- 
ized Jews.  His  magnum 
opus  Zohar  Torah , a seven- 
volume  translation,  from 
Aramaic  into  Hebrew,  of 
the  classic  work  on  Jewish 
mysticism  was  done  with 
this  in  mind. 

The  language  would  be 
accessible  to  those  who 
otherwise  would  turn  to 
“impure  books.”  More  than 
that,  kabbalah  would  act  as 
the  means  to  reconcile  the 
Torah  with  science.  For 
example,  the  sun  and  the 
six  planets  were  presented 
as  corresponding  to  the 
seven  lower  sefirot,  ema- 
nations of  God.  The  upper 
three  sefirot  represented

the  as  yet  undiscovered 
planets. 

Rosenberg’s  Zohar 
Torah  will  be  on  display  in 
the  auditorium  foyer  on  the 
day  of  the  lecture.  Other 
interesting  works  on  view 
will  be  Mikveh  Yisrael,  in 
which  Rosenberg  offers 
instructions  on  how  to 
build  a mikveh  in  one’s 


own  home  and  Sefer  Refael 
ha-Malakh  on  Jewish  folk 
medicine. 

The  “home”  of  these 
books,  as  well  as  other  rare 
Judaica,  Canadiana  or  oth- 
erwise, is  Ottawa’s  own 
Jacob  M.  Lowy  Collection 
at  Library  and  Archives 
Canada.

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Hebrew  U prof  to  lecture  on  human  development  in  the  Middle  East

According  to  Dr.  Amos 
Nadan  of  the  Hebrew  Uni- 
versity of  Jerusalem,  "the 
aim  of  a human  develop- 
ment program  is  to 
improve  people’s  quality  of 
life.” 

In  2002  the  first  Arab 
Human  Development 
Report  was  written.  Al- 
though only  Arabs  worked 
on  the  report,  other  Arabs 
argued  that  the  report, 
“draws  on  Westerners’ 
beliefs  and  perceptions  ... 
while  ignoring  those  of 


Dr.  Amos  Nadan 
Arabs'  and  Muslims.” 

It  is  Dr.  Nadan ’s  opinion 


that  the  criteria  and  mea- 
surements used  in  the  Arab 
Report  are  likely  to  “exag- 
gerate underdevelopment" 
in  Arab  countries. 

The  report  uses  “alter- 
native” criteria  from  the 
UN’s  Human  Development 
Report  and  therefore 
“show  the  Arab  countries 
in  a significantly  less 
favourable  light.” 

Dr.  Nadan  will  be  the 
keynote  speaker  at  a public 
lecture  co-hosted  by  UJA 
and  the  Canadian  Friends 
of  the  Hebrew  University 


of  Jerusalem  (CFHU).  In 
his  talk,  entitled  Human 
Development  in  the  Middle 
East:  Situation,  Debates 
and  Prospects , Dr.  Nadan 
will  look  at  both  the  2002 
Arab  Human  Development 
Report  as  well  as  the  UN’s. 

Dr.  Nadan  is  a postdoc- 
toral fellow  at  the  Harry  S. 
Truman  Research  Institute 
for  Peace  at  Hebrew  Uni- 
versity. 


His  trip  to  Ottawa  fol- 
lows on  the  heels  of  his 
participation  in  the  annual 
conference  of  the  Middle 
Eastern  Studies  Associa- 
tion (MESA).

Professor  Rachael 
Turkienicz  of  York  Univer- 
sity will  be  the  scholar-  in- 
residence at  Agudath  Israel 
Synagogue  on  November 
14  - 16.  She  will  give  three 
lectures  on  the  topic  'Sugar 
and  Spice:  Our  Jewish 
Matriarchs.  ’ 

In  a recent  interview, 
Turkienicz  said  that  the 
Bible  portrays  the  matri- 
archs as  “strong  women 
who  were  valued  and  [who] 
shared  the  spotlight  equally 
with  their  male  counter- 
parts. 

“I  feel  strongly  that 
women  today  do  not  need  to 
reinvent  these  matriarchs  as 
much  as  we  need  to  re-edu- 
cate ourselves  to  an  already 
existing  cultural  picture  that 
has  lain  dormant.” 

She  says  the  matriarchs 
are  taking  on  new  signifi- 
cance these  days  as  Jewish 
women  express  their  voices 
within  Jewish  communities, 
Jewish  ritual  and  learning. 

“It  is  important  to  anchor 
these  voices  in  Jewish  text,”

she  said.  “The  matriarchs 
are  wonderful  models  to 
frame  the  Jewish  woman’s 
contemporary  views.” 
Professor  Turkienicz  has 
had  many  “firsts”  in  her 
career  as  an  Orthodox  Jew- 
ish scholar.  She  was  the  first 
female  in  her  Orthodox 
school  allowed  to  study  Tal- 
mud. the  first  woman  to 
earn  a PhD  in  Talmudic  and 
Midrashic  literature  from 
Brandeis  University  and  the 


first  woman  to  teach  Tal- 
mud at  her  high  school. 

She  also  developed  the 
first  Principals  Certification 
Programme  for  Jewish 
Schools  offered  at  York 
University. 

In  addition  to  her  teach- 
ing and  research,  Turkienicz 
co-hosts  a television  show. 
Passages’  and  writes  the 
column,  ‘Midrashic 

Moments,’  for  the  Canadian 
Jewish  News.

striking  women  workers  occurs  in  a matter  of  days. 

The  game  and  Rosie’s 
competitiveness  in  it  are 
symbolic  of  the  many  deci- 
sions Rosie  will  have  to 
make  when  Mama  comes 


down  with  pneumonia  at  exactly  the  same  time  Papa  risked 
quitting  his  job  and  putting  the  family’s  savings  into  the 
new  nickelodeon  (movie  house)  business. 

Will  Mama,  a tireless  union  and  suffragette  organizer  as 
well  as  shirtwaist  factory  worker,  survive?  Who  will  put 
food  on  the  table  until  Papa’s  new  business  earns  a profit? 
And  what  about  all  those  weird  predictions  Mrs.  Yoffeh,  the 
fortune  teller,  is  constantly  calling  out  to  Rosie? 

Rosie  steps  into  Mama's  long  skirt,  passes  herself  off  as 
16  years  old  and  starts  working  at  the  factory  within  days  of 
the  start  of  the  first  general  strike  in  New  York’s  shirtwaist 
industry.  Everyone  knows  she’s  under  age,  as  is  her  friend 
Maria  who  is  already  working  at  the  factory,  but  family 
needs  and  the  desire  for  cheap  labour  win  out. 

Rosie  the  homemaker  and  caregiver.  Rosie  the  factory 
worker  encountering  what  her  mother  had  been  talking 
about  for  years.  Rosie  the  kid  wanting  to  have  fun  or  at  least 
be  allowed  to  hum  and  stretch.  Rosie  the  questioner.  Rosie 
the  picketer.  Rosie  the  jailbird.  Rosie  the  labour  speaker. 
Rosie  the  liar.  Rosie  the  friend. 

I could  go  on  and  on  listing  the  many  roles  Rosie 
assumes  as  readers  come  to  understand  the  dramatic,  his- 
torical events  and  fever-pitched  emotions  of  that  unruly 
time  within  the  context  of  Rosie’s,  her  family’s  and  her 
friend’s  needs,  desires,  values,  and  dreams. 

That’s  not  to  say  moments  of  humour  don’t  exist, 
because  they  do.  Catholic  Maria  teaches  Jewish  Rosie  to 
pray.  A judge  declares  the  strike  an  act  against  God  and 
humanity.  A prostitute  assumes  a moral  stance  vis  a vis 
Rosie  and  the  other  strikers. 

But,  first  and  foremost.  Gotcha!  Rosie  in  New  York  City 
is  about  a young  girl  making  hard  choices,  learning  the 
value  of  treating  others  as  you  would  want  to  be  treated, 
and  coming  to  the  realization  that  “the  future  is  the  deci- 
sions we  make  today.”  Bravo,  Carol  Matas!

Gotcha!  Rosie  in  New  York'City 
By  Carol  Matas 

Aladdin  Paperbacks/Simon  &Schuster  2003 
124  pps.  Ages  9 -12 


In  Gotcha!  Rosie  in  New  York  City  the  protagonist,  11- 
year-old  Rosie  Lepidus,  and  her  best  friend,  Maria,  are 
forced  to  grow  up  fast.  In  the  process,  Rosie  explores  both 
Jewish  and  social  values  on  the  Lower  East  Side  of  New 
York  City  in  the  late  fall  of  1909. 

Written  as  a relatively  easy  to  read  short  chapter  histori- 
cal novel,  author  Carol  Matas  recreates  Orchard  Street’s 
world  of  first  generation  immigrant  poverty:  tenement 
houses,  streets  teeming  with  pushcarts  and  people,  the  hor- 
rendously unsafe,  inhumane  working  conditions  in  the 
often  Jewish-owned  shirtwaist  factories  that  mainly 
employed  young  girls  and  women,  the  simultaneous  fight 
for  higher  wages,  better  working  conditions,  union  recogni- 
tion, and  the  vote  for  women. 

These  many  ingredients,  handled  by  a less  skilful  author, 
easily  could  have  resulted  in  a story  bogged  down  in  a 
morass  of  melancholy  and  self-pity.  In  Matas’s  creative 
hands,  they  become  a poignant  tale  of  family  solidarity, 
courage,  persistence,  friendship,  moral  and  • spiritual 
growth. 

From  the  freedom  of  the  streets  to  the  locked  workroom 
of  the  factory,  Rosie’s  transformation  from  a gawky  kid

When  my  daughter  announced,  in  August  2002,  that  she 
intended  to  become  a vegetarian,  I assumed  it  was  a passing 
phase,  much  like  her  skating,  gymnastics,  art  and  horseback 
riding  lessons.  However,  482  days  later  (but  who’s  count- 
ing?), the  passing  phase  looks  as  if  it’s  here  to  stay. 

Once  I realized  that  she  was  serious,  1 began  to  experiment 
with  alternate  forms  of  protein.  Often,  my  failed  attempts 
ended  up  in  the  garbage  and  she  had  yet  another  peanut  butter 


Lasagna 


Serves  6-8 

2 tablespoons  olive  oil 
1 large  onion,  finely  chopped 
5 cloves  garlic,  finely  minced 
1/4  teaspoon  dried  red  pepper  flakes 
1 teaspoon  kosher  salt 

1 teaspoon  sugar 

2 cans  Italian  plum  tomatoes,  coarsely  chopped 

(reserve  liquid) 

1 (340  gram)  package  veggie  ground  round 
1/3  cup  35%  cream 
1 (470  gram)  container  ricotta 
1 1/4  cups  freshly  grated  parmesan 
1/2  cup  chopped  fresh  basil 
1 large  egg 

1/2  teaspoon  kosher  salt 
1/2  teaspoon  pepper 
12  “oven  ready”  lasagna  noodles 
4 cups  grated  mozzarella  cheese 

Preheat  oven  to  375  degrees  F.  Heat  oil  in  a large  pot 
over  medium  heat.  Add  onion  and  saute  for  3 minutes. 
Add  garlic,  red  pepper  flakes,  salt  and  sugar  and  cook  for 
1 minute.  Add  diced  tomatoes  and  reserved  liquid  and 
bring  to  a boil.  Reduce  heat  to  low  and  simmer  for  15 
minutes.  Add  veggie  ground  round,  breaking  it  up  as  you 
stir  and  simmer  for  5 more  minutes.  Add  cream  and  sim- 
mer for  a final  5 minutes.  Set  sauce  aside  to  cool  slightly. 

In  a medium  sized  bowl,  mix  together  ricotta,  1 cup 
parmesan,  basil,  egg,  salt  and  pepper.  Set  aside. 

In  7 x 11  inch  Pyrex  baking  dish  assemble  lasagna  as 
follows:  Spoon  1/2  cup  sauce  on  the  bottom  of  the  pan. 
Lay  3 noodles  in  a single  layer  to  cover  the  sauce.  Spread 
1/3  of  the  ricotta  mixture  over  the  noodles.  Sprinkle  on  1 
cup  of  mozzarella  cheese  and  top  with  1 1/2  cups  sauce. 
Repeat  layering  2 more  times.  For  final  layer,  spread  out 

3 noodles  and  cover  with  remaining  sauce.  Sprinkle  with 
final  cup  of  mozzarella  and  remaining  1/4  cup  parmesan. 

Spray  a large  sheet  of  foil  with  Pam  and  cover 
lasagna.  Bake  in  pre-heated  oven  for  15  minutes.  Remove 
foil  and  bake  for  25  more  minutes.  Remove  lasagna  from 
oven  and  let  sit  for  15  minutes  before  cutting.

sandwich  for  dinner.  Here  are  a few  successful  meal  ideas. 

The  first  recipe  is  from  my  sister  Bonnie  who  has  been  a 
vegetarian  for  years.  It  is  a pureed  tomato-lentil  sauce.  Lentils 
are  an  excellent  form  of  protein.  Since  the  sauce  is  pureed, 
picky  eaters  will  not  realize  they  are  eating  lentils. 

The  second  recipe  is  a lasagna  that  I created  as  a sneaky 
way  of  getting  my  daughter  to  eat  more  protein.  It  uses  “veg- 
gie ground  round”  in  the  sauce,  but  you  honestly  won’t  know 
you're  eating  tofu. 

The  final  recipe  comes  from  the  October  2003  issue  of 
Gourmet  Magazine.  My  friend  Lynnie  served  this  to  us  and  it 
really  was  tasty.  The  trouble  with  most  tofu  dishes  is  that  it 
usually  feels  like  you  are  eating  a sponge.  The  secret  is  to  use 
extra  firm  tofu  and  then  weight  it  so  that  all  the  extra  moisture 
is  removed. 


Grilled  Tofu 


The  original  recipe  calls  for  grilling  the  tofu  with  a 
ridged  grill  pan,  bit  it  can  also  be  sauteed  in  a regular 
skillet.  This  is  wonderful  served  with  a mixed  veg- 
etable stir-fry  or  sauteed  baby  bok  choy  and  rice  or  lo 
mein  noodles. 

1 (14  ounce)  block  extra-firm  tofu,  drained 
1/4  cup  soy  sauce 
1 teaspoon  sesame  oil 
1 1/2  teaspoons  brown  sugar 
1 1/2  teaspoons  finely  grated  peeled  fresh  ginger 
1 small  clove  garlic,  minced 
tiny  pinch  of  dried  chili  flakes 
1 tablespoon  vegetable  oil 

Cut  tofu  crosswise  into  6 slices.  Arrange  slices  in 
one  layer  on  a triple  layer  of  paper  towels  and  top  with 
another  triple  layer  of  towels.  Cover  with  a baking  pan 
and  place  2 heavy  cans  on  top.  Let  stand  for  2 minutes. 
Repeat  weighting  with  dry  paper  towels  2 more  times. 

In  a rectangular  Pyrex  pan,  stir  together  soy  sauce, 
sesame  oil,  brown  sugar,  ginger,  garlic,  chili  flakes  and 
vegetable  oil.  Marinate  tofu  for  8 minutes,  turning 
slices  over  after  4 minutes. 

Heat  a ridged  grill  pan  over  medium  high  heat  until 
hot.  Lift  tofu  from  marinade  (reserve  marinade)  and 
grill,  about  3-4  minutes  per  side.  The  reserved  mari- 
nade can  be  tossed  with  vegetable  stir-fry  or  sauteed 
bok  choy.

The  Jewish  Internet 


One  of  the  more  interesting  sidelights  on  Jewish  history 
is  how  the  Jews  came  back  to  England,  under  Cromwell, 
after  having  been  expelled  in  1290.  There  is  something  to 
learn,  both  from  the  earlier  period  and  from  the  return  in  the 
1650s,  that  is  relevant  to  Jewish  concerns  today. 

The  Jewish  Encyclopedia  provides  good  outlines  of 
Jewish  history  in  England  til!  the  early  1900’s.  See  the  arti- 
cles on  England  and  London  ( htlp://www.jewishencyclope 
dia.com/view.jsp? artid=  37 5&letter=  E)  ( http://www.jew 
ishencyclopedia.com/view.jsp?  artid=  533&lettei'=L). 


Medieval  England  (1070-1290) 

By  1070,  following  the  Norman  conquest,  a number  of 
Jewish  families  were  brought  over  from  Rouen,  to  serve 
William  3 and  his  barons’  financial  needs,  as  they  had  done 
in  Normandy.  Their  situation  was  ambivalent.  On  the  one 
hand,  under  royal  protection,  they  prospered;  at  the  same 
time,  the  Crown  exploited  their  dependence  and  taxed  them 
to  the  point  of  extortion. 

In  a review  of  recently  published  research,  Frederic 
Krome,  of  the  American  Jewish  Archives,  notes  that  the 
medieval  Jewish  community,  at  its  height,  represented  less 
than  one  per  cent  of  England’s  population.  But  “ the  small 
Jewish  community  played  an  integral  role  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  English  state,  through  the  development  of 
forms  of  royal  taxation,  royal  financing,  and  baronial  and 
royal  interaction.  Indeed,  every  major  constitutional  docu-

ment  of  the  thirteenth  century  - such  as  the  Magna  Charta 
in  1215  - had  a Jewish  dimension”  ( http://www.isjm . 
org/bookstore/KromeSkinnerReview.asp). 

But  precisely  because  of  the  role  they  played,  the  Jews 
were  vulnerable  to  mob  violence  egged  on  by  baronial 
debtors.  From  the  12th  century,  the  “blood  libel”  was  used 
to  incite  massacres,  such  as  the  destruction  of  the  York  Jew- 
ish community  in  1190  and  a second  wave  of  killing  and 
destruction  in  1263-1266.  In  1290,  King  Edward  I expelled 
the  Jews  from  England. 

A comprehensive  view  of  Jewish  life  in  Medieval  Eng- 
land can  be  gleaned  from  a number  of  the  selections  in  the 
section  on  the  Jews,  from  the  Internet  Medieval  Source- 
book  ( http://www.fordham.edu/halsall/sbookl  l.hlmMJew 
ish%20Communities%20and%20Individuals). 

Re-admission  (1656) 

Following  the  persecutions  in  Spain,  marannos  - hidden 
Jews  - began  to  settle,  in  small  numbers,  in  London.  The 
crypto-Jewish  community  was  established  under  Henry 
VIII  and,  though  Jews  fled  when  his  devoutly  Catholic 
daughter,  Mary,  came  to  the  throne,  they  were  present  under 
Elizabeth  (e.g.,  her  physician,  Rodriego  Lopez). 

Public  sympathy  for  Jews  increased  with  the  growth  of 
Puritanism,  the  dissenting  Protestant  movement  that  fought 
the  Crown  and  the  Church  authorities  in  England.  In  their 
struggles,  the  Puritans  (and  the  related  group,  the  New  Eng- 
land Pilgrims)  saw  themselves  as  oppressed,  like  the 
ancient  Hebrews,  by  enemies  who  attempted  to  thwart 
God’s  will.  With  the  victory  against  the  Crown  in  the  Eng- 
lish Civil  War,  the  Puritans  were  a major  influence. 

Cromwell  felt  this  sympathy  for  the  Jews,  as  “God’s 
elect”  and  a persecuted  people.  But  he  also  was  an  eco- 
nomic mercantilist,  who  aimed  to  increase  England’s  pros-

perity.  Like  his  near  contemporary  Colbert,  in  France  (who 
tolerated  a small  Maranno  trading  community  in  Bor- 
deaux), he  took  Holland  as  a model.  There,  the  freedom 
granted  to  Jewish  refugees  from  Spain  had  paid  off  as  their 
skills,  and  financial  acumen,  benefited  society  as  a whole. 

Cromwell  was  receptive  when  a Dutch  Jewish  visionary'. 
Menasseh  ben  Israel,  petitioned  him  in  1655  for  re-admis- 
sion of  the  Jews  (see  htlp://wwwjewishencyclopedia. 
com/view. jsp  ?artid=  1 2 6&  letier=  M) . 

Because  Cromwell  feared  that  Jews  would  be  re-admit- 
ted under  restrictions  which  would  obstruct  their  business 
activities,  he  adopted  an  indirect  strategy  to  gain  his  ends 
without  seeking  new  laws  ( http://www.jewishencyclope 
dia.com/view.jsp? artid=  895&letter=  C). 

His  first  step  was  to  grant  the  existing  Maranno  commu- 
nity in  London  the  right  to  establish  a cemetery.  They  were 
also  given  to  understand  that  they  would  not  be  interfered 
with  as  a result  of  the  practice  of  their  religion. 

In  1656,  the  Council  of  State  (the  government  of  Eng- 
land under  Cromwell)  publicly  granted  permission  for  open 
Jewish  settlement.  When  Charles  II  came  to  England,  and 
re-established  royal  government,  he  guaranteed  freedom  of 
religion  (1673  and  1685)  to  the  Jews. 

Thus,  the  Jewish  community  was  re-established  in  Eng- 
land. Over  the  last  350  years,  they  have  gained  in  civic  and 
political  rights  and,  together  with  the  Jews  of  the  United 
States,  have  shown  what  can  be  done  for  the  benefit  of  all 
under  conditions  of  religious  tolerance  and  democratic  free- 
dom. The  story  of  how  this  came  to  be  is  continued  in  the 
next  Global  Shtetl  column. 

Note : As  addresses  tend  to  be  lengthy,  some  may  have 
been  hyphenated  when  extended  to  another  line.  Readers 
should  ignore  hyphens  unless  there  is  a specific  note  that 
the  hyphens  are  in  the  original  address.

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The  Book  Beat 


Many  critics  of  Israel  see  the  balagan  (mess)  it’s  in,  in 
black  and  white  terms.  Context  is  often  forgotten  - some- 
times deliberately,  sometimes  because  of  ignorance.  These 
next  two  books  are  welcome  and  refreshing  reminders  of 
the  facts  behind  the  rhetoric.  They  make  the  compelling 
arguments  that  Israel’s  critics  too  often  ignore. 

The  Case  for  Israel 
By  Alan  Dershowitz 
John  Wiley  & Sons 
Hardcover,  2003 

This  is  one  book  that  should  be  compulsory  reading  for 
journalists,  “intellectuals,”  and  all  who  claim  that  Israel  is 
fully  to  blame  for  the  Palestinian  problem.  And  it’s  written 
by  a civil  liberties  lawyer  and  “liberal”(better  known  for  his 
unfortunate  defense  of  O.J.  Simpson)  who  has  been  critical 
of  Israel  and  its  policies  over  the  years. 

Before  this  book  is  dismissed  as  a one-sided  treatise,  let 
me  hasten  to  add  that  Dershowitz's  book  is  based  on  the 
premise  that  a two-state  solution  to  the  Middle  East  prob- 
lem is  "both  inevitable  and  desirable.”  But  its  premise  is 
also  that  "those  who  single  out  Israel  for  unique  criticism 
not  directed  at  countries  with  far  worse  human  rights 
records  are  themselves  guilty  of  international  bigotry.”  Der- 
showitz’s  book  defends  every  criticism  hurled  at  the  coun- 
try - charges  that  include  human  rights  violations,  being  a 
colonialist  entity  and  the  cause  of  the  Arab  refugee  prob- 
lem, not  wanting  peace  - as  it  "is  singled  out  for  condem- 
nation, divestment,  boycott,  and  demonization.” 

The  lawyer  has  researched  his  case  thoroughly  (more 
than  I can  say  for  so  many  who  criticize  Israel  these  days). 
Each  chapter  lists  one  accusation,  and  then  provides  a his- 
tory of  the  accusers  (with  their  quotes)  and  how  their  criti- 
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/if  defence  of  Israel 


cism  of  Israel  has  become  "fact,”  followed  by  the  reality  of 
the  situation  (“hard  facts  backed  up  by  credible  evidence”), 
and  ending  with  the  proof  to  back  up  Dershowitz’s  defense 
and  claims  of  misrepresentation. 

Dershowitz  forcefully  answers  32  of  the  most  common 
criticisms  levied  at  Israel,  including  the  question  of  why  so 
many  Jews  and  even  Israelis  side  with  the  Palestinians.  His 
desire:  to  clear  the  air  “of  the  pollutants  of  bigotry  and  false- 
hood.” He  reviews  Israel’s  history  and  the  many  opportuni- 
ties for  the  Palestinians  to  have  had  a homeland:  1917,  1937, 
1948,  2000.  And  beyond  a shadow  of  a doubt,  he  demon- 
strates that  “the  evidence  from  the  mouths  and  pens  of  Arab 
and  Palestinian  leaders”  - including  the  respected  academi- 
cian, Professor  Edward  Said,  who  said  ‘the  whole  of  Pales- 
tinian nationalism  was  based  on  driving  all  Israelis  [by 
which  he  means  Jews]  out’  - indicates  that  "from  the  very 
beginning,  the  strategy  of  the  Arab  leadership  has  been  to 
eliminate  the  existence  of  any  Jewish  state.” 

Right  To  Exist:  A Moral  Defense  of  Israel’s  Wars 
By  Yaacov  Lozowick 
Doubleday/Random  House  Inc. 

Hardcover,  2003 

Lozowick  begins  his  book  with  a chapter  entitled,  “Why 
I Voted  For  Sharon.”  What  makes  this  so  interesting  is  that 
the  author  and  director  of  Yad  Vashem’s  archives  started  out 
as  a peace  activist  with  a strong  dislike  for  Sharon,  being  - 
as  he  states  - “left  of  the  political  center.”  Like  many  other 
Israelis,  Lozowick  had  doubts  about  the  war  in  Lebanon  in 
1982  and  was  horrified  by  the  massacre  in  the  Sabra  and 
Shatila  refugee  camps.  Also,  like  many  Israelis,  he  felt  that 
Zionism  was  a somewhat  archaic  ideology  that  could  only  be 
made  contemporary  if  it  addressed  the  Palestinian  situation. 

A series  of  events  contributed  to  Lozowick ’s  changing 
position:  Barak's  rejected  offers  at  Camp  David,  the  rioting 
on  the  Temple  Mount  after  Sharon’s  visit  (which  had  been 
arranged  with  and  agreed  to  by  the  Palestinian  authorities) 
and  the  subsequent  second  intifada,  the  continual  mass 
murder  of  innocent  Israeli  civilians  by  homicidal  suicide 
bombers. 

Like  Dershowitz,  Lozowick  wants  to  set  the  record 
straight;  to  "make  certain  we  can  defend  our  actions  to  our- 
selves,” even  as  “our  enemies  dispute  our  right  to  exist.” 

“This  book  addresses  itself  to  anyone  open  to  a moral 
evaluation  of  the  facts,”  he  writes.  He  offers  up  a case  for 
morality  being  a part  of  Zionist  history;  that  the  idea  of  war 


being  tempered  by  morality  and  “regulated  by  moral  con- 
strictions first  appears  in  Deuteronomy”  and  is  a Jewish 
concept;  that  pacifists  end  up  helping  the  aggressors  by  opt- 
ing out  of  war,  inevitably  allowing  others  to  do  the  fighting 
on  their  behalf  when  they  become  targets;  and  that  Zionism 
"has  mostly  tried  to  be  moral.” 

With  numerous  maps,  a historical  timeline,  and  a histo- 
rian’s analytical  skill,  Lozowick  provides  a thorough  analy- 
sis of  Zionism’s  history,  its  wars,  its  “deluded”  and 
“wrong"  decisions,  “the  bad  faith  of  Israel’s  detractors,”  its 
hope  for  the  future.  He  addresses  “the  Big  Lie”  that  demo- 
nizes Israel  and  questions  its  right  to  exist;  he  challenges 
intellectuals  and  pacifists,  "prevaricators  and  defamers,” 
and  shows  that  “imperfect  as  it  is  ...  Zionism  ...  is  worth 
fighting  and  dying  for.”
